Any  garden  soil  will 
do,  but  sandy  loam  is  best.  Before  severe  weather  comes,  cover  the  beds  with  straw  or  coarse  manure. 
The  bulbs  will  do  well  a number  of  years  without  replanting-.  For  house  culture  set  bulbs  in  pots  or 
boxes,  just  below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  After  watering-  well  set  away  in  cellar  for  several  weeks  to  in- 
sure good  growth  of  roots.

I have  been  sowing  Sweet  Clover  for  the  past 
four  years  and  I am  pleased  with  the  results  secured. 
Sweet  Clover  will  grow  upon  thin,  clayey  land  where 
alfalfa  will  not  thrive.  It  does  not  bloat  cattle  when 
pastured  and  produces  more  forage  than  blue  grass, 
brome  or  any  other  pasture  plant  that  I have  tried. 
As  a hay  plant  it  is  inferior  to  Alfalfa.  The  hay 
is  somewhat  stemmy  and  is  hard  to  cure.  It  must 
be  sown  every  other  year  and  the  first  year  one  may 
obtain  but  a single  cutting  and  that  is  often  weedy. 
I regard  it  as  the  coming  pasture  plant  for  south- 
eastern Nebraska.  If  not  pastured  too  heavily.  It 
will  reseed  and  may  be  continued  for  years.  Being 
a biennial,  it  is  well  adapted  to  a short  rotation. 
Gage  county  soils  are  becoming  rapidly  deficient  in 
nitrogen  and  organic  matter.  Sweet  Clover  pro- 
duced in  rotation  will  supply  this  deficiency.  The 
last  seed  which  I purchased  of  you  was  sown,  as  I 
remember,  on  my  farm  in  Elm  township.  It  has 
not  been  pastured  this  season,  but  was  cut  for  hay 
about  the  middle  of  May,  making  a light  crop.  When 
I saw  the  field  about  three  weeks  ago,  it  was  in  full 
blossom  and  the  prospects  were  good  for  an  excellent 
seed  crop.

So  I am  still  pasturing  it,  and  have  enough  to  go  to  seed 
to  reseed  it  again.  I think  it  is  just  the  thing  for  pasture  for  this  country  for  the  cattle  like  it  and  sure  do 
good  on  it.  I must  try  and  sow  at  least  5 acres  more  in  spring  for  hog  pasture.  It  also  makes  good  hay 

if  it’s  cut  early  enough,  but  it  can  not  be  let  go  until  it  blooms.

Tliese  should  do  well  in  any  ordinary  farm  or  sai’den  soil.  The  ground  should  he  well  i)re!»ared.  I-'or 
held  culure  set  in  rows  three  feet  apart,  and  from  12  to  15  inches  in  tlie  row.  l-’or  gai-den,  15  inches  ai)ai  t 
each  way.  Cultixato  well  and  keei>  clear  from  weeds.  Cut  off  all  runners  as  soon  as  they  ;-ppcai-.  as 
fruit  will  he  much  larger.  In  winter,  a covering  of  straw  or  old  hay  will  protect  the  plant.  I)*;  nul  cover 
until  ground  is  frozen.  Strawberry  plants  cannot  be  shii)ped  by  freight  to  distant  points,  but  shc.uhi  -o 
by  express  oi-  parcel  post  to  insure  safe  arrival. 

EVERBEARING  OR  FALL  VARIETIES. 

Everbearing  Strawberries  have  been  largely  planted  in  the  last  few  years  with  very  good  success.  They 
ha\e  come  to  stay.  They  will  bring  about  as  good  crop  in  June  as  the  common  varietic's  and  will  hear 
in  favorable  weather  some  berries  off  and  on  all  summer  and  another  good  crop  in  the  fall,  (mly  during 
the  hot  weather  they  rest,  while  in  states  with  cooler  and  damper  climate,  they  bear  steady  all  summer. 
I recommend  them  personally  to  all  my  customers,  feeling  perfectly  sure  that  they  will  be  'well  satistied. 
My  prices  are  reasonable. 

PROGRESSIVE.  Considered  by  many  as  the  best  of  the  fall  bearing  varieties.  The  plants  are  vigorous 
and  healtliy  and  they  multiply  all  they  ought  to.  The  berries  are  about  an  inch  in  diameter,  i niform  in 
si  e,  of  deep  crimson  color,  very  firm  and  of  high  quality.  It  begins  to  bear  with  the  second  early  ot  ihe 
June  varieties,  yields  then  a heavy  crop  of  nice  berries  and  is  really  profitable  for  its  .lune  crop  alone. 
It  continues  bearing  all  summer,  though,  not  as  heavy,  of  course,  and  with  favorable  weather  a good  crop 
in  the  fall,  when  the  weather  gets  cooler,  again.

They  are  nearly 
round,  smooth,  dark  crimson,  glossy  and 
of  sweet,  mild  flavor.  The  plants  grow  well, 
with  clean,  dai'k  green  leaves  and  multiply 
freely.
